Planned Ta Teach 
The first to learn of the tragedy 
were the sister and brother-in- 
law of 16-year-old Diane Russell 
of Philadelphia. 
a student at 
Temple University, who was plan­ 
ning to be a teacher ai the deaf 
and dumb. 
Becomes Hysterical 
When they arrived at the hospi­ 
tal and were met by hospital at­ 
tendants bearing the news that 
Diane was dead on arrival, the 
sister became hysterical. She was 
helped to a chair and comforted 
b ’ her husband. 
Over and over, she voiced con­ 


cern about Diane’s father who 
would have to learn about the 
tragedy. She kept saying he had a 
bad heart and the shock would 
have severe effects. 
When Diane’s parents finally 
arrived some time later, her 
father was able to take the news 
stoically. He remained calm and 
restrained but Diane’s mother 
broke down into uncontrolled sobs. 
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Shortly after this other persons 
arrived. In what seemed a strange, 
sense (rf the certainty of death, 
families and friends of the dead 
broke up into tears and exclama­ 
tions as soon as they entered the 
hospital — without having to be 
told a word. 
Nearly “Collapse" 
They would walk in, look around 
for a moment, as if they could 
sense their loved ones were dead, 
then exclaim, "Oh, no!” or “Dear 
God!" Some of the more over 
wrought nearly collapsed. Nurses 
surrounded them and took them 
to seats. 
About midnight, the mother and 
father of one of the victims — 
Paul Dorman of Philadelphia — 
entered the hospital. The minute 
the mother walked in she became 
hysterical. 
After nurses gave her smelling 
salts and helped her to a seat, 
she gradually became cairn. Then 
she started talking, and — as 
though she sought to purge her 
grief through words — she con­ 
tinued talking for many minutes 
without letup.

the money, 
Kelly and Thompson are still 
being held without bad, however, 
after their arrest yesterday on 
charges that they robbed a Phila­ 
delphia tavern owner of MSO at 
knifepoint on Tuesday night. The 
alleged robbery took (dace at the 
tavern, SOI W. Barks St., Phila­ 
delphia, where both Kelly and 
Thompson had been living for the 
past week. 
Kelly was picked up by Phila­ 
delphia police, along with Thomp­ 
son, less than two weeks after he 
was paroled by Bucks County 
Court. The parole was granted 
Dec. 21. 


Kelly has been one of the coun­ 
ty prison’s most frequent tenants. 
He has plagued Lower Bucks po­ 
lice and county law enforcement 
and parole authorities since Janu­ 
ary of yea. Except for the mercy 
of the court, Kelly could have 
served to August of 1964.

Temple University coeds end a Philadelphia man wert killed instant­ 
ly in the accident on Route I, near the entrance to the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike, in Bensalem Township. 
Dead on arrival at Lower Bucks County Hos­ 
pital were:

Listed in “poor condition” today at the hospi­ 
tal are two other Fidler children, Catherine, 12, 
and Kenneth Jr., 15, and Michael Rogers, 19, of 
Chestnut Hill. Another Fidler child, Allen, ll, is 
in “satisfactory condition.” 


The accident occurred at 9:20 p.m., about IO 
feet from the spot where a Philadelphia woman 
was killed Saturday night in a three-car collision. 
Cause Being Probed 
Exact cause of the accident is still being in­ 
vestigated by Bensalem police. 


Some witnesses said that the car driven by 
Rogers jumped the medial strip while others said 
his car was heading south on the wrong side of 
the road, according to police. 


The impact of the collision ripped the gas 
tanks from both cars and tossed them to the side 
of the highway. 


Police said there was no evidence of skid 
marks, indicating that the cars collided without 
braking. 
Police said the Fidlers a short while be­ 
fore the crash, had stopped to aid Dorman whose 
car had skidded into a ditch near the Fidler home. 
The family drove Dorman to a service station on 
Lincoln Highway operated by William Green. 
Struck Head-On 
Green took his tow truck and followed the Fid­ 
lers hack to where Dorman’s auto was disabled. 
It was on their way back that the tragic accident 
took place as the Fidler car was struck head-on 
by Rogers’ auto. 


The Fidler children, Catherine and Kenneth, 
and Rogers all suffered multiple injuries while 
Allen Fidler sustained multiple abrasions. 
Catherine underwent head surgery this morning 
while Kenneth suffered a fractured right leg and 
possible head injuries. Rogers also underwent sur­ 
gery on both legs early this morning and also has 
a fractured right wrist and possible head injuries. 
One of the Temple coeds, Miss Kirch, was rid­ 
ing with Dorman in the Fidler auto at the time of 
the crash. The other Temple student, Miss Rus­ 
sell, was an occupant of Rogers’ auto, police re­ 
ported.

MOSCOW (UPI) — The Soviet Union and Com­ 
munist Olina denounced each other through newspaper 
editorials today in the bitterest terms either has used 
since their ideological battle began. 
A two-page editorial in the So-

viet Communist party newspaper 
Pravda for the first time directly 
identified Red China as a backer 
of “dogmatic, divisive views” 
within the Communist bloc. 
It virtually accused Peking of 
trying to "provoke war” with a 
"philosophy of suicide.” It said 
critics of Moscow’s Cuba policy 
"do not know what they are talk­ 
ing about.” 
Charges Cowardice 


In Peking, Red China’s leading 
theoretical journal Red Flag de­ 
voted more than 17,000 words to 
articles that, in effect, accused 
the Soviet Union of cowardice 
before Western strength and of 
betrayal of the Communist cause. 
Red Flag did not mention the So­ 
viet Union by name but the refer­ 
ences were obvious. 
Pravda suggested the dispute 
might be solved through confer­ 
ences but indicated the Chinese 
would have to cease their attacks 
on the Kremlin first. 
The opposing editorials raised 
the interesting but still highly 
speculative possibility of a spec­ 
tacular top-level confrontation at 
the East German Communist par­ 
ty congress opening Jan. 15. 
Plans to Attend 
Soviet P r e m i e r Nikita S. 
Khrushchev already has said he 
will go but there has been no 
word on who Peking is sending. 
Hie Chinese Communists might 
try to avoid a clash in such a 
Khrushchev stronghold. 
Up to now, Peking and Moscow 
have avoided direct attacks on 
each other. Peking has used Yu­ 
goslavia as the whipping post for 
Moscow—and continued to do so 
today—while Moscow has used Al­ 
bania as the target of its criticism 
of Red China.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Three ex­ 
perienced judges today begin an 
investigation of the city’s month- 
old newspaper shutdown to find 
out whether publishers and strik 
ing printers are negotiating with 
sufficient regard for the public in­ 
terest. 
The judges were called into the 
strike spotlight by Labor Secre­ 
tary W. Willard Whiz. Gov. Nel­ 
son A. Rockefeller and Mayor 
Robert F. Wagner, who termed 
the costly deadlock intolerable 
and warned of its serious impact 
on national affairs. 
The investigators, appointed as 
a "B&rd of public accountability” 
meet today with Wirt!, Rockefell­ 
er and Wagner. 
The meeting is scheduled for IO 
a.m., EST. at the St. Regis Hotel. 
They are expected to start im­ 
mediately on private talks with 
representatives of both sides, and 
report their findings by Friday or 
earlier. 
Without Pay 
Members of the board are re­ 
tired Federal Judge Harold R. 
Medina; Criminal Courts Justice 
Joseph O’Grady, a former city 
labor commissioner; and former 
Supreme Court Appellate Division 
Justice David W. Peck. They will 
serve without pay. 
“The public has the right to 
know why this intolerable situa 
tion continues,” Wiriz, Rockefel 
ler and Wagner declared in 
t 
statement issued after they met 
here Sunday. “The public is en 
titled to know whether its inter 
ests are being given due account 
lf they are not, the public has 
the right to exercise further in 
fluence to resolve the present

The International Typographical 
Union's (ITU) Local 6 struck four 
of the city’s major dailies Dec. 8. 
Five others suspended operations 
voluntarily at the same time, un­ 
der a publishers’ agreement, and 
5.7 million daily copies stopped 
rolling off the presses.

Changing Fields 
The report indicated also that 
many real estate brokers who for­ 
merly specialised in residential 
transactions are moving into the 
commercial property market or 
into management, land develop­ 
ment, appraising, or counseling. 
Moreover, urban renewal is pro­ 
viding sites competitive with lo­ 
cations in peripheral metropoli­ 
tan areas, European investors are 
placing capital in shopping cen­ 
ters, apartments, and land, and 
increasing numbers of American 
corporations are acquiring for­ 
eign holdings. 
Assuming a continuation of the 
present level of business, the 
NAREB economists indicated new 
homo sales will probably be at 
“levels relaUvely similar to 1962“ 
as will the sales of existing homes 
in good neighborhoods “assum­ 
ing they are priced appropriate­ 
ly.” 
In this latter connection, the 
report had a word of advice for 
owners who wish to sell their 
homes. 
Slow To Face Reality 
“With a housing supply that 
has caught up with the backlog 
of demand, values have stabil­ 


ised, but owners have been slow 
to face reality,” the survey said. 
"Realization that rising values 
will be the exception and not the 
rule should remove the hesitancy 
of those who have postponed pur­ 
chasing, hoping to get a higher 
price for the home they current­ 
ly occupy." 
Asserting that housing require­ 
ments now vary more widely than 
at any time in our history, the 
survey pointed to increases in 
households headed by either the 
very young or the very old. 
“There is a difference today 
not only in the age composition 
of families, but in the distribu­ 
tion of assets available for home 
purchases, in income expendable 
for rents, in attitudes toward lo­ 
cation and size of unit, as well as 
in renter versus owner status,” 
the NAREB economists declared.
